Alexander Graham Bell, the Inventor of the telephone, comes from 
a 
fam ily th at has made a special study of sound and speech for three genera­ 
tions. 
H is grandfather, Alexander Bell, invented a method for removing 
impediments of speech; his father, Alexander Melville Bell, was the inventor 
of “visible speech/' a system to teach deaf-mutes to speak; and the third of 
the Alexanders, really “Alexander the G reat” of his family, taught a piece 
of wire to carry the hum an voice m any miles and deliver the message with­ 
out a change. 
He was horn in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 18 47 , and after receiving his 
education at the High School and the University of his native town, went to 
London at the age of tw enty to attend the University, b u t left on account 
of ill health, and in 18 7 0 came to Canada with his father. 
Two years later 
ho went to Boston, where he introduced his fath er’s system of teaching the 
deaf, and supported him self by private classes. 
But the broader field of 
science attracted him most; in England and Canada he had carried on ex­ 
perim ents in multiplex telegraphy which grew more fascinating as he pro­ 
ceeded, and in Boston he interested two w ealthy men who supplied funds 
for his experiments; but he had to teach by day for his own support. 
In 18 7 4 came the first faint elusive germ of the telephone; it seemed 
such a will-o’-the-wisp to his partners th a t they would not listen to it; they 
were practical men with no tim e for such dreams. 
In 18 7 5, after completing 
his multiplex telegraphy, he went to W ashington and found his application 
for a patent had been contested by Elisha Gray, the great scientist. 
He was 
in despair, but while talking to Professor Henry, he mentioned his theory 
of sfcndir.

Birds T h a t Feed on Them , Says Tree 


Lover— English 
Sparrow

He Declares— Cats a Serious Menace 


to Birds.

John Davey of Kent. O.. whose lec­ 
ture on trees and their diseases is at­ 
tracting national attention, has been 
chosen to give the op ening lecture at 
the great summer school in Chautau­ 
qua, N. Y.f say s the Kent (O.) Courier. 
The intense Interest recently shown 
in Day ton, O., and in Yonkers. N. Y., 
indicates that a great national cam­ 
p aign is about to be inaugurated for 
the restoration of the native birds. 
William Dutcher. national p resident 
of the Audubon society , was at the 
Yonkers meeting and said: “I am an 
Audubonist not from an aesthetic but 
from afi economic standp oint. Our so­ 
cieties will gladly co-op erate with the 
civic leagues to help save the trees by 
the restoration of the native birds. 
The agricultural dep artment at Wash­ 
ington informs us that $ 800.000,000 
damage annually is done to the crop s 
of the United States by insects and 
this through our folly and sins of de­ 
stroy ing the native birds.” 
Mr. Davey shows ln his lecture that 
in fifteen y ears Ohio aud the adjoining 
states will be treeless if the “fall web- 
worms” cannot be brought under con­ 
trol. Already they are throughout the 
woodlands, and it is bey ond human 
p ower to control them. “Any tree,” he 
say s, “defoliated five y ears in succes­ 
sion will p erish.” Again, he say s: “Go­ 
ing from Pittsburg to Marietta on the 
B. and O. last fall I saw thousands of 
hickory and walnut trees standing- 
dead, killed by the caterp illars. They 
first attack the wild cherry , then the 
hickory and walnut trees, then the 
ap p le, elm, ailanthus—indeed, any thing 
and every thing. The gy p sy and brown 
tail moths are sweep ing westerly from 
Massachusetts, and our only hop e is 
from our God ap p ointed friends, the 
American native birds.” 
The English sp arrow mast"go, for it 
will not allow the bluebird, the oriole, 
wreu or any of our insectivorous birds 
to stay near a human dwelling. These 
are driven from our homes by this 
abominable p est—the English “house 
sp arrow,” Then in the nesting season 
these innocent little fellow workers 
of ours (the native birds), whose main 
living is the larvae, grubs, borers, etc., 
become a p rey of the hawk, crow, red 
squirrel and other enemies that p rey 
up on them. 
Fassing through the woods at Mr. 
William Rockefeller’s estate at Tarry - 
town, N. Y., one morning last May , I 
noticed the crows flitting from shrub 
to shrub. I called the sup erintendent’s 
attention to It. “Why ,” said he. “there 
are p robably a thousand crows In this 
region, aud this time of the y ear they 
do little else but hunt for y oung birds. 
Within all these beautiful woodland 
surroundings there is scarcely a song­ 
ster heard.” 
In a discussion following Mr. Da- 
vey ’s lecture in Y’onkers the facts were 
there brought out that the domestic 
cat is one of the worst foes of the 
birds. 
Said a gentleman: “We have 
a p et cat. 
None of us has ever seen 
it catch a mouse or a rat, but last sea­ 
son it brought fifty -two y ouug birds 
Into the house.” 
An Audubonist said 
that his society had considered the 
“cat nuisance,” aud there are estimat­ 
ed to be 00,000,000 cats in the United 
States, and that most of these would 
have to be shot or taxed out of ex­ 
istence. 
Said Mr. Davey : “Without the trees 
man could not live.
